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Subject. —Import of goods as personal baggage under the Baggage Rules- 

No. 93-ITC(PN)/70. —Attention is invited to the Ministry of Finance Department 
Of Revenue and Insurance, New Delhi Notification No, 50-Customs/F.No,5/20/70-Cu9. 
VI dated the 27th May, 1970 in which the Baggage Rules, 1970 applicable to passen¬ 
gers (other than tourists) arriving from any country other than Ceylon,. Pakistan or 
Nepal, have been announced, 

2, It has been decided that, in addition to the baggage allowed to be imported 
free of duty under the aforesaid Baggage Rules dated the 27th May 1970, a passenger 
who arrives from any country other than Ceylon, Pakistan or Nepal, may also be 
allowed to import, at the discretion of the Assistant Collector of Customs, without 
import iicence or customs clearance permit, but on payment of Customs duties, thp 
following articles as baggage, namely: — 

(I) One television set if the passenger affirms to a declaration that: 

(a) he or any member of his family has not imported, locally purchased, 

or otherwise acquired a television set during the last five 
years; 

(b) he Is normally residing in a place within the range of television broad¬ 

casts of AIR, 

and the Assistant Collector of Customs has no reason to suspect the 
truth of this declaration. 


OR 

(ii) A passenger not bringing a television set may be permitted to import 
any one of the following articles, namely, a watch or a camera in 
excess of the free allowance, tape recorder, amplifier, movie camera, 
movie projector or golf club set. 

OR 

(ill) A passenger who has been living continuously abroad for more than three 
months but less than two years may be permitted to import articles, 
other than firearms, purchased out of his earning abroad, for a value 
not exceeding Rupees two hundred and fifty for a stay of each complete 
month abroad. 

3. The concessions in paragraph 2 above may be allowed provided the Assistant 
Collector of Customs Is satisfied that the article Is being imported for the bona-fide 
use of the passenger or his family. 

4. Under no circumstances, the goods allowed clearance under the provisions of 
this Public Notice will be sold or otherwise disposed of within a period of five yearo 
from the date of clearance. 

5. The provisions of this Public Notice will come into force on the 27th June, 
1970 from which date the provisions referred to or made in paragraphs 2 and 3 of the 
late Ministry of Commerce and Industry Public Notice No. 1-ITC(PN)/61 dated the 
2nd January, 19fil may be deemed to have been cancelled.
